NOTE: Because the amendment cancels claim 90 a new issue is raised with regard to claims 74-83, 85, 86, 88, and 89 
which depend directly or indirectly on claim 90. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the claimed invention is 
different than the cited prior art as the invention here provides dual coatings in two zones on the substrate. This is not found persuasive 
as the claims are not commensurate in scope with the argument. The present claims only require the polymeric additive to be present in a 
greater level in the first zone than the second zone. This may reasonably be interpretted as the second zone having no additive while the 
first zone does. 
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
